Prime Minister 
Nehru of India 
Dies at 74

NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 


Jawaharlal Nehru, prime min- 
ister of India since it became 
independent in 1947 and one of 
the world's leading statesmen, 
'lied today after suffering his 
:ccond stroke in less than five 
months. He was 74. 


"The prime minister is no 


more," Steel Minister C. Sub- 
ramaniam lold the sobbing Par- 
liament. "Life is out. The light 
is out." 


Nehru was stricken at fi:25 


a.m. as he arose at his usual 
hour. He died at 2 p.m.— 4:30 
a.m. EOT, seven hours and 35 
minutes later. A stroke on 
Jan. 7 had partially paralyzed 
nis left side but he had recov- 
ered somewhat and in recent 
weeks had resumed his scat in 
Parliament. 


His only child Mrs. Indira 
iandhi, was with him when he 


died. A large team of doctors 
was in attendance. The U.S. 
Embassy offered 
its medical 


staff and equipment, but an em- 
bassy spokesman said the Indi- 
an government did not request 
assistance. 


Nehru's 
two 
sisters, Mrs. 


Vijayalakshmi Pandit' and Mrs. 
Krishna Hulheesingh, left Bom- 
bay by special plane for New 
Delhi. 


Mrs. Pandit is governor of 


Maharashtra State. 


Nehru's death urgently raised 


a question that has plagued In- 
dia for years —his successor. 
The strong-willed prime minis- 
ter held the reins of power firm- 
ly and adamantly refused to 
designate a successor. 


A leading candidate has been 


Lai Bahadur Sliastri, 59, a mild- 
mannered, 5-foot-2 veteran of 
the ruling All-India Congress 
party 
and 
a close friend of 


Nehru. 
After 
Nehru's 
first 


stroke, he summoned Shastri, 
made him a Cabinet minister 
without portfolio and put him in 
charge. 


But when Nehru began recov- 


ering, 
Shastri 
was 
elbowed 


aside and his political stock 
dropped. 


Two other 
political 
figures 


generally regarded as possible 
successors are Home Minister 
G. L. Nanda and Finance Min- 
ister T. T. Krishnamachari. 


The Indian constitution pro- 


vides for the president, normal- 
ly a ceremonial official, to take 
over the government on the 
death of the prime minister.

Radhakrishnan, an elderly phi- 
losopher renowned in world aca- 
demic circles and a highly re- 
spected figure in India.

ton, rice and corn is nearly 
complete, the CRS report said, 
and about 40 per cent of the 
soybean a c r e a g e has been 
planted. 


About 15 per cent of the cot- 


ton acreage is not up lo stand 
and much of this will not come 
up until it rains, the report s;iid. 


The service said early cotton 


is being cultivated and chop- 
ping is beginning. It' said chem- 
icals are being applied for weed 
and grass control around the 
emerging seedlings, and seed- 
ling diseases continue to cause 
trouble in several counties. 


About 95 per cent of the race 


has been seeded, but some of 
the acreage does not yet show 
a crop because of dry 
soil.

Johnson announced today 
in historic consular treaty with 
'he Soviet Union and termed the 
:vent "i\ significant step" in 
niilcling understanding between 
he A m e r i c a n and Soviet 
peoples. 


The treaty, announced simul- 


taneously in Washington and 
Moscow, will provide for 
the 


>pcning of consular offices in 
he two countries. It is the first 
realy ever negotiated- between 
he Unilccl States and the Soviet 
Union. 


Johnson, citing the advan- 


lages which he expects this 
country to receive as a result 
of the agreement, said that 
when the treaty takes effect 
"Americans detained in the So- 
viet Union for any reasons will 
lie assured of access without de- 
lay to American consular offi- 
cials." 


George Rcccly, White House 


iress 
secretary, 
was asked 


whether this would apply to any 
Americans who might be ar- 
rested on espionage charges. 


"The statement says 'for any 


reasons,'" Reedy replied. 


Johnson said the agreement, 


which must' he ratified by the 
.Senate before it can take effect, 
will be signed in Moscow on 
June 1. 


Foy Kohlcr, U.S. ambassador 


in Moscow, will sign for

United Slates. Soviet. Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko is ex- 
pected to sign for Russia.

Baseball League Umpires, Asso- 
ciation, having failed to pressure 
a pension plan increase, has is- 
sued a strike ultimatum. 


F.ither 
(he National League 


meets the association's demands 
or 'appropriate action" will be 
taken by 3 p. m.. July 3. said at- 
torney John J. Reynolds of Chi- 
cago, who represents the group, 
on Tuesday. 


The move hit such baseball 


officials as Warren Giles, presi- 
dent of the National League, and 
Ford Frick. the game's commis- 
sioner, by surprise. 


However, the umpires' associ- 


ation has been angling for in- 
creased pension benefits for the 
last six months without receiv- 
ing league courtesy, said Rey- 
nolds. 


Eighteen of the league's 20 


umpires met with Reynolds 
in 


Chicago and drafted' a letter 
dempndinir 
increased 
benefits. 


Copies of the letter were sent to 
Giles and every team in 
the 


league. 


Currently, the pension plan for 


umpires retiring at 55 calls for 
S200 a year for each year of 
service meaning an umpire with 
10 years of active service would 
receive S2.000 a year upon re- 
tirement. 


The 
association, 
however, 


wants this figure boosted to $300 
a year for each year of service. 
Recent dickering resulted in an 
offer of $250 by Giles which the 
National League umpires turned 
down before issuing their ultima- 
tum. 


Reynolds said that he and five
